WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
Politics is nothing

dreams, and the dream in the 


Democratic Party for years has

Wallace forces continue to 
deadlock good sense. 
Lesson in human relations 


The power to tax may also be the power to fie 
stroy, as Chief Justice John Marshall observed 
long ago, but it is the government’s power to 
regulate their every’ activity and to inquire into 
the minutest aspects of their lives that can drive 
Americans to distraction. 
In a recent statement to the Senate Public 
Works Committee, for example, one major auto­ 
maker complained that testing requirements for 
complying with federal auto pollution standards 
are becoming a “bureaucratic nightmare 
If all the paperwork generated for emissions 
certification of its 1975 models were placed in a 
single pile, it would reach about 200 feet high, the 
company said. It also cost $24 million, required 
284 test cars, nearly a million and a quarter man- 
hours and 5.2 million miles of test driving 
Certification requirements for 1976 are even 
more complex and costly. 
In a totally unrelated field, the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare is erecting 
another mountain of paperwork, 
A new directive fropi HEW to the chief school 
administrators of the 50 states requires that 
school districts containing children who speak 
little or no English “must, at a minimum, deter­ 
mine the language spoken in the student’s home, 
regardless of the language spoken by the stu­ 
dent. the language most often spoken by the stu­ 
dent in the home and the language spoken by the 
student in the social setting ( by observation).’’ 
Just in case thejrhave any time left over after 
all that. HEW has also told the nation's 16,000 
public school systems that they must begin keep­ 
ing detailed discipline records to help the gov­ 
ernment determine if minority students are 
being punished more often than white students 
Like the fight against automobile pollution, it's 
all in a good cause, of course, as part of a study 
being conducted by HEW to determine if school 
districts with national minority children are vio­ 
lating the 1964 Civil Rights Act, which prohibits 
federal funds for discriminatory programs or 
activities. 
But it w ould seem that if non-English-speaking 
children are having problems in school 
and 
undoubtedly many of them are — it would make 
more sense to encourage special English lan­ 
guage courses for them than to require harried 
administrators to observe the language spoken 
by a student in the “social setting” and to in­ 
vestigate and report on the language spoken in a 


student’s home 
“regardless of the language 
spoken by the student.” 
Fortunately, the order does not apply, at least 
for this school year, to schools faced with an 
influx of refugee Vietnamese children, nor is it 
retroactive to those millions of people who came 
off the boats in the 19th century and early 
decades of the 20th century speaking no English. 
Left to sink or swim linguistically, these new 
Americans did quite well 
so well, indeed, that 
many of their descendants now’ occupy import­ 
ant offices in Washington, from which they issue 
important directives 
CB Radio Fad 
The Citizens Band (CB) radio business is 
booming the industry happily reports. 
It began during the 1972-74 fuel crisis when 
truckers bought them to alert each other about 
radar traps and police cars. CB has since caught 
on for marine, mobile home and personal use 
with consumers. 
More than 6.2 million CB sets are currently in 
use, at an investment of more than $1.5 billion. 
One of every 39 passenger cars has them; one out 
of every five long haul trucks, one out of seven 
pleasure boats, and one out of seven recreational 
vehicles. 
More efficient manufacturing techniques that 
have brought the average cost of a set down to 
$150, plus the fact that the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission lias reduced license 
fees from $20 to $4 during the past few years, 
have also contributed to the boom. The FCC 
issued 20,(HR) Citizens Band licenses a month in 
1973, which require no proficiency examination. 
To date in 1975, that figure has increased to 
150,(RR) a month 
The industry at present is a fragmented one, 
with no more than a dozen companies having 
sales in excess of $10 million. Only about 15 per 
cent of CB radios are actually produced in the 
United States, the balance primarily in the Far 
East. 
Inevitably, along with the upsurge of interest 
in CB have come complaints of misuses and 
abuses by operators who treat it more like a tov 
than a useful tool. For sure, when the FCC decid­ 
ed to allocate a portion of the airwaves for Citi­ 
zen Band radio it never foresaw that it was set­ 
ting off a minor revolution in communications.

Besides, Teddy Kennedy insists 
he’ll not run nor be conscriDted 
Yet such is the dream's appeal 
that multiplying numbers of 
other Democratic presidential 
candidates an* beginning to 
boliece it has what Jimmy 
Carter’s people call the stuff of 
self-fulfilling prophesy. If so, 
many grump, the party is doing

disservice, 
probably including itself 
The 
ongoing 
Kennedy 
fascination has long perplexed 
those others who would be the 
Democrat’s favorite. Early this 
year one unannounced can­ 
didate -aid privately, after a 
reporter’s indiscretion: “Are

discussing 
Kennedy’s 
qua lit ications or mine? It’s bad 
enough reading about 
his 
superiorities but 1 11 be damned 
if I’ll talk about them too.” 
This frustration, though still 
largely private, has since 
assumed formal dimensions; 
Rep. Morris Udall, as example, 
now says gingerly that if the 
Democrats force a Kennedy 
candidacy they will be running 
a man for the presidency who 
breaks his word; hackers of 
other candidates focus their 
condemnations on the idea that 
a party of 60 million people has 
onlv one man worth courting. 
THE RESENTMENTS 
are 
natural enough. It's a hit off- 
putting. says Udall assistant 
Boh Neuman, “ to work your 
rear for months and then find 
out in a California poll that 
Kennedy is still ahead of 
everybody by three times.” 
What's more, there are the 
financial considerations; new 
laws which 
limit 
campaign 
contributions have minimized 
the effects of contributors who 
are holding their money until 


the Kennedy question is final, 
but as Carter aide Jody Powell 
says: “Even if we can get a 
Kennedy man to give us some 
money, we can’t yet get his full 
support, we can’t for instance 
get him to go out among his 
neighbors and raise the money 
he otherwise might.” 
Beyond the notions of fiances 
and fairness, though.’ is that of 
logic. Not entirely defensively, 
supporters of other candidates 
say 
their campaign travels 
have convinced them that 
though Kennedy might win a 
convention he could not at this 
time 
win 
an 
election. 
A 
Watergate-sobered public, it’s 
explained, is in no mood for 
risking another president of 
questionable character. 
Says an observer close to 
Fred Harris: 
“ I 
personally 
think 
things 
like 
Chap- 
paquidick, booze and women 
add to Kennedy ’s mystique. But 
that’s the grudging admiration 
in me. Out in mid-America, 
where they still do the two step, 
there are hordes of voters who 
just aren’t similarly inclined.” 
How- 
much would Chap- 
paquidick matter? “At least 
three or four percentage points 
if Kennedy runs,” says a rival, 
“and since we think the next 
election will probably be close, 
it could be that Chappaquidick 
would mean the difference.’ At 
best, 
the candidate adds, 
Kennedy might squeak by a 
weak Je rry Ford only to take 
office under a cloud of public 
suspicion and resentment, in 
which case “The Democrats 
w ould get what they want but at 
a terrible price.” 
PART OF THAT 
terrible 
price, perhaps, would be the 
signal to castaway candidates 
that the lust for triumph has 
replaced the axiom of 
im­ 
partiality in the Democratic 
Party. That winning overrides 
other considerations. Even 
now, the backers of some 1976 
hopefuls wonder whether the 
party would not dream about 
Wallace, rather than Kennedy, 
if the polls and the publicity 
indicated sufficient vote profit.

Or 
as a Gene McCarthy aide says 
it: “If the Democratic Party 
has come to the state where it 
believes it needs to push one 
man to save it, then maybe it’s 
not worth saving.”

American workers arc earning 
more money than ever before. 
But because of inflation, their 
purchasing 
power 
has 
remained unchanged. 
This key fact emerged from 
the annual survey of workers’ 
wages made by the Bureau of 
l^ b o r Statistics of the U. S. 
Department of Labor. 
The survey 
showed 
the 
weekly earnings of full-time 
workers rose about 9 percent in 
the past year. 
“Because consumer prices 
rose about the sam e p er­ 
centage, the average pur­ 
chasing power of full-time 
workers was unchanged over

this period,” according to the 
report. 
Men v. ho are 
heads 
of 
households and who worked 
full-time had median weekly 
earnings of $231 in May of this 
year. That means half of them 
earned more than that amount, 
and half earned less. 
The $231 weekly wage for this 
year compared to $214 which 
they earned in May of 1974. 
Working wives with full-time 
jobs had median weekly ear­ 
nings of $139 in May of this 
year, compared to the $126 
weekly they earned last year. 
The median weekly pay for 
all full-time wage and salary 
workers was $185 in May; up 
from $169 the previous year. 
A companion survey by the 
(’ensus Bureau said the median

income 
of 
U. 
S. 
households in 1974 was $11,100; 
a six percent increase over the 
1973 median of $10,500. Because 
the inf lation rate was 11 percent 
last year, the real purchasing 
power of American households 
dropped.

A recent speech by Mikhail 
Suslov, 
a 
m ajor 
Kremlin 
theoretician and prom inent 
member of the ruling Politburo, 
is being analyzed word by word 
in the higher echelons of the 
Ford administration. 
For in that talk, given at a 
meeting ot party ideologists, 
political scientists and Central 
Committee . higher 
party 
trainees, Suslov outlined with 
Kremlin’s objectives in seeking 
detente with the United States. 
Some of Suslov’s points were 
obtuse Communist dialectic 
and will take weeks or months 
to interpret. Others were 
crystal clear: 
The atmosphere created by 
detente, said Suslov, will make 
it more difficult for the U.S. and 
the West to oppose the actions 
of Communist nations or com­ 
munism. either politically or 
militarily, with propaganda or 
with “ counter revolutionary 
forces,” at home or abroad 
IT WILL thus be easier for 
the local Communist parties 
and associated organizations to 
organize workers and other 
groups in the U.S. and other 
W estern 
and 
non-aligned 
countries through the world for 
revolutionary purposes, and for 
them to bring pressures on 
their governments in line with 
international Communist ob­ 
jectives. 
At the same time, Suslov 
said, detente will not lessen 
Communist 
opportunities; 
it 
will not ease those internal 
economic, social and political 
tensions in each country which 
arc the basis for organizing a 
Communist 
struggle against 
“ the exploiters,” or w ill detente 
mean a relaxation in Com 
munist Revolutionary effort. 
Internationally, Suslov in­ 


dicated that under detente it 
will become easier for the 
Soviet Union to directly aid 
foreign class struggles and 
revolutions 
— 
as 
in 
the 
cooperation between Moscow 
and the Portuguese Com ­ 
munists. Or as in the type of 
in te rn a tio n a l 
C o m m u n ist 
cooperation which enabled 
Hanoi to defeat South Vietnam. 
In this light. Suslov looked 
with delight and anticipation at 
developments 
and 
future 
possibilities in Italy, Japan, 
France and Greece.

I a mb — In one of your 
columns you stated that urine is 
pure as ii comes Horn the sterile 
blood I have been curious about 
tins lor quite a long time but, as 
urine is considered “ dirty,” l 
wouldn't have broached the sub­ 
ject It was interesting to hear 
tlsit it is clean and that makes me 
wonder even more about people’s 
aversion to it. 
We 
have 
just 
seen 
a 
documentary on the sad plight of 
the people in the drought area in 
Africa. They were plodding 
hundreds ol 
miles with their 
children and livestock through 
endless dust. Surely they must re 
cycle every drop oi liquid and not 
let it seep into the sand w hile they 
perish from thirst. 
I drink lots ol water, and people 
have said I might wash out too 
many minerals from my body 
Sounds reasonable But it urine 
contains these valuable minerals 
why should it be discarded? 
When I was pregnant I had a 
shot for morning sickness and 
heard it was made from the urine 
of a pregnant woman. Shocking! 
Then I’ve heard that some shots 
are made from a horse’s urine. If 
this is true, there must be some 
curative qualities there. 
I recently read a book ad­ 
vocating using urine for all sorts 
ol miraculous cures. It stated that 
**. . . urine extolled by many of 
the ancients, but misunderstood 
by the semi-moderns, now ap- 
pears in the light of a wondc ful 
reservoir 
a piltre of preeminent 
value. It contains in pure and 
often undreamt of quantity, prod 
uets of a vital nature.” I’m sure 
the drug companies would reject 
this, but if it is true it would be a 
miracle for the destitute who can­ 


not afford these sometimes harm- 
lul prescription medicines. 
Dear Reader —At the risk of of­ 
fending you, I'll have to say your 
letter is a.good example of a little 
knowledge being a dangerous 
thing. 
I line from a healthy person 
with no infection ol the kidney or 
bladder is sterile. It is literally a 
siphoned or filtered out part of our 
blood Blood contains no bacteria. 
Being sterile of germ free does 
not mean it is a wonderful, 
healthy thing. It can be sterile but 
contain harmful chemicals. The 
urine is a vehicle to rid the body of 
excess unwanted chemicals, such 
as the nitrogen containing urea, 
made from the excess protein that 
so many people eat. The urine can 
be concentrated if you need to 
conserve water and diluted if you 
need to eliminate excess water. 
The kidney plays a major role in 
controlling your chemical, salt 
and water balance. If you drink 
w ater that contains too much salt, 
it will make your thirst worse and 
lead to death. That is why ship- 
wrecked sailors can't simply 
dunk sea water which, inciden­ 
tally contains about the same 
concentration of salt that is in 
your blood. Urine, particularly in 
the thirsty individual, may be 
much more salty. 
That pregnant urine, even from 
horses, contains an important 
hormone eliminated to maintain 
hormone balance. It is useful in 
certain medical conditions re­ 
quiring such hormone treatment. 
It has no value in treating in­ 
lections any more than other hor­ 
mones do. So, while I will agree 
that urine is sterile, the idea that 
this solution of 
the body's 
chemical wastes is a magical 
cure-all is a bit lar out.

DEAR POLLY—When I sent in 
a Pointer about keeping tally on 
the crops raised in our garden and 
w hat the same things would have 
cost retail, you wondered, in your 
reply, what the outcome was and 
thought others might be in­ 
terested We had a garden with 
six rows 15 feet long that yielded 
S40 HQ worth of produce and our 


total expenses were $8.42 and this 
included chicken wire that was 
used again this year and probably 
for others to come.

Since that time, the regional 
office has (vorked closely with 
the three Columbiana County 
Substance Center offices. The 
Lisbon office attends mostly to 
administrative duties, but does 
have counselors, available for 
walk in services. 
Located at 607 E. Lincoln 
Way, it also serves as base for 
education specialist Larry 
May, who began a second stint 
with the center this week. 
As outlined by Karen Wayne, 


May's duties center on coordi­ 
nating the center’s assistance 
to local schools in both the 
alcohol and drug abuse lines 
This includes: The selection of 
building 
coordinators 
to 
•establish teacher training pro­ 
grams on the implementation 
of factual data on alcohol and 
drugs into existing curriculum : 
facilitating the use of mate­ 
rials, mostly audio-visuals and 
literature, from the center’s 
growing resource library; and

situation problems encountered 
by the youth can be discovered. 
C EN T ER DRUG 
program 
coordinator John Grzebieniak 
spends time at both the Lisbon 
and at the Salem office, located 
above the Butler Wick office, 
113 S. Broadway. 
The center has a “ static’ 
caseload at present of 98 per­ 
sons. and had a caseload of 191 
persons in 1974. He notes the 
eight-person staff has seen its 
budget 
lor 
Salem-Lisbon 
operations cut about $10,000 in 
recent months. 
The center is funded for a 
caseload of 78. hut that the 
additional clients do not over­ 
load the facilities. 
Mrs . Wayne’ cited the de­ 
velopment ot strong ties with 
the local judicial and law en- 
lorcemcnt agencies as very 
important to the strength of the 
center's program, tor many of 
the clients are referred to them 
after a “ brush with the law.' 
»Greg Lewis is the group’s 
corrections specialist, and

works at reterrtng persons, 
pecially tirst-time offenders, to 
;1 Substance Abuse Center 
treatment plant instead of to 
jail, if that is their choice. 
The center’s involvement 
with the client continues only as 
* 
long as the judge involved feels 
it is constructive or reasonable 
in light of the charge. The client 
or the center staff can ter­ 
minate involvement if one or 
both feels it isn’t doing the job.. 
And termination before com­ 
pletion of the individual’s pro­ 
gram usually means the un- 
position of a fine - sentence 
penalty from a judge. 
IN EVALUATING a client’s 
progress/the center staff tries 
to determine growth toward the 
achievement of goals worked 
out in the beginning between 
client and counselor. These 
goals include specific behaviors 
such as development of a skill 
or becoming employed and 
more intangible things like a 
sense of self-worth or self- 
confidence 
Mrs. 
Wayne 
stressed 
the 
center does more than just try 
to get the person w ith alcohol or 
drug problems to “ quit the 
habit,’’ by working in helping to 
make them “ whole persons.“ 
Other staff members include 
Victor 
Lang, 
who 
is 
the 
alcoholism coordinator for the 
southern part of the county, and 
Mark Stocks, recently-em­ 
ployed coordinator of the East 
Liverp6ol outreach center. 
Karen'graduated from Lee- 
tonia high school in 1963, and 
received a BA degree in Health 
Science and psychology from 
Kent State in 
1968. After 
teaching high school at Villa 
Maria, Pa., and Boardman, she 
received her master’s degree in 
health science and psychology.

She joined 
the* Mahoning 
County Drug Program” in 1971 
as a counselor before coming to 
Columbiana County to set up 
the drug program that has blos­ 
somed into a .comprehensive 
web of social assistance for 
those with substance abuse 
problems.
